The issue was whether or not an 
attempt would be made to refine the so-called "war-gaming « aspects of the 
conclusions, or to revise the conclusions to eliminate any ,f war- gaming " 
aspects. In exploring this with General Porter, he explained the difficulty 
of modifying these paragraphs and indicated that the indefiniteness of 
certain portions was deliberate, since the planners did not have adequate 
studies to enable them to sharpen up their conclusions. After considerable 
discussion, it was determined that it would, perhaps, be preferable to 
eliminate all ”war-gaming" factors from these conclusions. Dr. Kent later 
informed me that the Board had concurred in this view and he is telephoning 
General Porter to this effect.
